ESCAPES FROM GERMANY. 


O’Brien Eludes His Captors by Jumping) 


from the Window of a Train. 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 


ONDON, Nov. 29.-—Lieut. Pat- 

trick O’Brien of Momence, III., 

and San Diego, Cal., the first 
American member of the British Fly- 
ing Corps to escape from Germany, 
has arrived in London. O’Brien 
eluded his captors by jumping from 
the window of a speeding train. He 
then became a fugitive for seventy- 
two days and as his geal was within 
sight, narrowly escaped electrocu- 
tion from the charged wires along 
the Holland frontier. 

After cabling his aged mother. 
Mrs. Margaret ©’ Brien, at Momence, 
to expect to see him soon, Lieut. 
O’Brien called upon American Am- 
baseador Page to seek advice re- 
garding his desire to be transferred 
to the American Flying Corps. Last 
night O’Brien was dined by a group 
of admiring fliers, who like scores of 
friends along the front. had believed 
he had been killed when he was re- 
ported missing on August 17, last. 

T YOUTH. 

O’Brien, who is a sturdy young 
man of 27, was fiying in the Amer- 
ican aviation squadron at San Diego, 
Cal., when he went to Victoria, B. 
, and obtained a commission in 
the Canadian army. Going to 
France, the next year he distin- 
guished himself by his great daring 
over the German lines. On the 
morning of August 17 enemy Fun- 
but 
fortunately he landed behind his 
own lines. 

Later on the afternoon of the next 
day saw him up again over the Ger- 
man lines, fighting the enemy. There 
were twenty German machines to 
fix British in the encounter, 


O'Brien's machine alone engaging | 


four enemy craft and accounting for 
one beforg O’Brien was shot through 
the upper'lip. He fell with his dain- 


aged airplane from a height of spend 


feet. O'Brien says he can not ex- 
Plain Why he was not killed. When 
he regained consciousness he was 
in a German hospital. 

Later the lieutenant spent three 
weeks at a prison camp at Courtral 
before he was started for the inte- 
rior of Germany. There were three 
other prisoners under a strong guard 
in his compartment when O’Brien, 
ag a ruse, had the window opened 
by complaining of the smoke. 

When the train was sixty miles 
inside Germany and traveling thirty 
miles an hour, O’Brien jumped from 
the train, skinning the whole side 
of his face, reopening the wound in 


his Np and losing consciousness, It 
was ut four o'clock in the morn- 
ing, and the ens shielded him. 


When he recovered he was lying in 
a field. 

Then for seventy-two days he was 
a fugitive, traveling only at night. 
He trodged through fields and swam 
rivers and canals in Germany, Lux- 
| and. Belgium before he 


reached the Dutch frontier. At the 
time of his flight he had a piece of 
Sausage on which he subsisted sev- 
eral days, after which his sole sus- 
tenance consisted of turnips and oth- 
er vegetables found in fields. — 

O’Brien did nét know the German 
language, but he used a little French 
on a kindly Belgian Who was 80 
happy to meet an American in Brit- 
ish uniform that he sheltered him 
for several days. The Belgian then 
gave him old clothes to cover his 
uniform and directed him to the 
nearest route to the frontier. O’Brien 
swam the River Meuse near Namur 
and the next day was challenged by 
German sentries, who decided he 
Was a peasant. . 

But his narrowest escape was re- 
served for his last day as a fugitive, 
when he could see Dutch territory. 
To circumvent the charged wires 
O’Brien built a bridge in a near-by 
wood and threw it across the wires. 
But it broke under his weight and 
O’Brien received a shock which he 
says he can still feel. When he re- 
covered he dug with his bare hands 
a tunnel under the wire, and al- 
though it was slow progress, after 
several hours he had a hole big 
enough to crawl through. He then 
hurried to the nearest British Con- 
sul, who arranged for his transporta- 
tion to London.

NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—Neither 
the high cost of turkey nor the food 
conservation campaign had any vis- 
ible effect on the Thanksgiving Day 
celebration in New York.

SUGAR AND SHORTENING 
CONSERVED, 


A. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—An an- 
nual saving of 16,000,000 pounds of 
sugar and 12,000,000 pounds of 
ghortertiing is what the cracker 
manufacturers of the country esti- 
mate they will accomplish under the 
new rules made for them by 
food administration. 

The rules require that an aver~ 
age of not more than 17 pounds of 
shortening, of which not more than 
10 pounds shall be animal fats, shall 
be used in.196 pounds of flour, meal 
or mixtu for sponge goods and 
not more than 26 pounds, of which 
not more than half shall be anima! 
fats in sweet goods. No sugar is 
allowed for sponge goods and not 
more than 63 pounds for sweet 
goods. 

The administration has asked that 
the manufacturers keep below these 
maximum figures, and has given 
warning that a further reduction 
may be necessary later.

During tbe hottest part of the Marne 
fighting, when Gen. Foch's right wing was 
being crushed by an encircling movement 
of the Guard, when the blue waters of the 
Somme at Lanharre had taken the crimson 
> hue of a sunset, an anxious dispatch came 
to Gen. Foch from another general, inquir- 
ing whether the battle was about to be lost. 
He sent back the laconic reply: “A battle 
lost is a battle that one thinks ts lost. Sit- 
vation is excellent.” When his staff re 
ported that Mondement had fallen before a 
terrific assault of the Saxons and the Guard 
he replied, “Bah! When the enemy attacks 
with that blind and furious disregard for 
the lives of valuable troops it means that, 
elsewhere, things go badly and he seeks 
recompense.”

PROBABLE COURSE OF 
NORWAY AND SWEDEN. 


F. R. G. S., 

Author of “British Columbia in the 
Making,” “Adventures in Africa 
Under the British, Beigian 
and Portuguese Flags.” 


The news that there is a possi- 
bility of Norway breaking away 
from the Scandinavian alliance 
comes as no surprise, for Norway 
has been so friendly that the 
Gwedes describe her as an English 
colony. Should Norway join the 
Allies there is no fear 
Russia is powerless, that 
will throw in her lot with Germany, 
for it was the Swedish hatred of 
Russia that, at the beginning of the 
war, might have caused Sweden to 
take the wrong side. If Norway 
joins us it will enable England and 

America to have a base sufficiently 
| close to Germany to prevent their 
commerce raiders making any more 
murderous attacks on neutral ship- 
ping. What will happen in Den- 
mark is harder to guess. I doubt 
if the Danes will fight if Germany 
attempts to overrun Denmark. A 
sharp protest followed by shipping 
the greater part of their army over 
to Norway or Sweden seems to be 
| the most likely answer to a Ger 
| man invasion.
